West Oil Well 
Still Drilling 

The latest issue of the Weekly 
Oil Bulletin published by C. O. 
Nickle at Calgary, gives the in¬ 
formation that Ranchmen's-Home- 
stead-Seaboard A.l venture, bet¬ 
ween the Corner Store and Moss- 
leigh, is now drilling at 5,312 feet, 
and Shell-C&E No. 1 west of Vul¬ 
can is now drilling at a depth of 
7,468 feet. 

Husky-Phillips-Vulcan No. I 
about five miles south-east of 
Vulcan, is now rigging. 

A record high return from pet¬ 
roleum and natural gas rights on 
a quarter-section Crown Reserve 
parcel of land was received by the 
provincial treasury on May 22 
when rights on the 160 acre parcel 
sold to the Texaco Exploration Co. 
for the sum of $3,110,000, or $19, j 
437.50 per acre. The quarter-sec¬ 
tion is. located in the Bonnie Glen 
area, 32 miles south-west of Etl- 
monton. 

In the six-day period ending 
May 22, 21 out of 23 wells com¬ 
pleted in Alberta were chalked up 
as oil or gas successes. Since the 
first of this year there have been 
544 wells completed in Alberta, ot 
which 329 were oil wells, 38 gas 
producers and 177 dry holes.

One of the most important factors in the progress 
and development of any community is loyalty. With¬ 
out it a community stagnates. 

Canadian communities are built around the home, 
the school and the church. Loyalty to each of these 
great institutions is vital. \ 

Today more and more the home as the centre of 
family activity is on the decline. Young people are 
finding their recreation elsewhere; father and mother, 
too, are engrossed in social and community activites 
at the expense* of home life. The traditional school 
“homework” that once kept the young fry at home in 
the evenings has, in some degree at least, been replac¬ 
ed by study periods during school hours when such 
work is presumably completed. Once the home was 
responsible for teaching the boys and girls the ele¬ 
ments of religion, community consciousness, team¬ 
work, right attitudes. Now in large measure this re¬ 
sponsibility has been handed over to the church and 
the schools. Loyalty to the home is needed today as 
never before because the home cannot be replacd in 
its effect on the moral, spiritual and social develop¬ 
ment of young people by either of the other institu¬ 
tions of our democratic way of life. 

Loyalty to the chprch means loyalty to all that 
is good in this modem civilization of ours. Through 
its spiritual and social programs the church of what¬ 
ever denomination can influence greatly the life of the 
community. Loyalty to the church means more than 
faithful attendance, giving support financially; it 
means active participation in the work the church is 
doing, it involves loyalty to the Christian principles 
upon which is founded our democratic way of life. 

Loyalty to the school means giving the teaching 
staff every encouragement, seeing to it that they have 
the tools to do the great job that is theirs, helping 
young people attending school to get the most out of 
their opportunity to obtain the fundamentals of an 
education. It involves appreciation of the fact that 
education is a continuing process, going on all through 
life. It involves support of other educational facilities 
in the community. It requires thought and time and 
effort being expended on the part of every citizen to 
see to it that his community has a well rounded pro¬ 
gram of cultural and recreational activities. 

There are other loyalties, too,_that make for a 
good community. Loyalty to the businesses of the 
community is important. Buying in one’s hometown is 
one way of expressing such loyalty in action, for the 
more local businesses are patronized, the better the 
services they can render. A fine example of disloyalty 
is visiting a nearby city and loadng the car with groc¬ 
eries, clothing and other goods which might as well 
have been purchased in one’s hometown. 

Loyalty to community organizations enters the 
picture. A citizen should belong to some organization 
or even several (too many spreads energies too thinly) 
and then give his best to make the organization a live 
one contributing something worthwhile to the com¬ 
munity. I 

Then there is loyalty to the community itself. 
This means seeing the good as well as the bad: crit¬ 
icizing, if need be, but constructively, and doing some 
work to improve the community as well. Loyalty 
means boosting, not knocking; working, not nagging; 
thinking, not just sitting; solving problems, not ig¬ 
noring them; active participation, not indifference. 
Loyalty is a positive thing and thus cannot help but 
make for true progress. 

Are you loyal to your community and to the in¬ 
stitutions and organizations that make it up? Only 
you can honestly answer that question. If the answer 
is negative, what are you going to do about it? 

Watery Grave For Toronto

The steady rise of Lake Ontario should persuade 
Torontonians to contemplate the possibility that some 
day their city will be covered with water. This is not' 
likely to happen tomorrow, or the day after; there is 
no need for anxious citizens to start swarming up the 
Bank “hf Commerce, or building an ark in the base¬ 
ment.

Order Trees Now 

Alberta .farmers are becoming 
more and more aware of the val¬ 
ue of properly t planned shelter- 
belts around the farm buildings 
tn the fields and along the road¬ 
sides. Last year, between two and 
three hundred thousand trees were 
planted, this spring the number of 
trees planted increased to one mil¬ 
lion, nine hundred thousand. Al¬ 
berta is a large province, the to¬ 
tal area in farm land being 44,- 
459,632 acres, which according lo 
Ihe 1951 census was. divided “into 
84,315 farm units, actually 1,900,- 
000 trees when divided over this 
vast area is a very insignificant 
number.
